(THE Italian village of Gemmano, 
which has been the scene of 
very heavy fighting, was stated, in 
a Reuter’s report from Allied Head- 
quarters in Italy yesterday, to have 
been cleared by. Allied infantry, but 
that the Germans were still 
belendeavouring to recover it.

Canadian troops,.-striking east 
along the Belgian coast from Ostend, 
yesterday entered Zeebrugge—scene 
of the historic St. George’s Day 
raid in the last war—without opposi- 
tion. Zeebrugge is 12 miles up the 
coast from Ostend, and 16 south- 
west of the mouth of the Scheldt. It 
has good harbour facilities and a 
mole 14 miles long. 

Canadian armoured’ elements 
have expanded their bridgehead 
across the Ghent Canal, south of 
Bruges, against diminishing resist- 
ance. 

Canadian armour has driven a 
mile and a-half north-east of the 
canal, where the Germans had pre- 
viously shown signs of preparing a 
stand.

American Third Army’s advance 
ltowards Nancy, a U.S. Headquarters 
report stated last night. 

The attack saw six separate forces 
of British-based medium and light 
bombers and three waves of French- 
based Marauders deliver a con- 
centrated bomb load on two bridges 
spanning the Moselle River at 
Pompey and Custines, about five 
miles north of Nancy, and the 
highly fortified Forét de Haye, just 
west of the.city.

OVER DUTCH BORDER 


North of Liege other American 
columns are just west of Maastricht, 
a mile or so over the Dutch fron- 
tier. but development of the British 
bridgeheads over the Albert Canal 
still is meeting stiff resistance. 

The Allied Armies now are in a 
state of preparation, and tension is 
growing, as it grew in Normandy 
hefore the break-through, said John 
McVane, B.C. correspondent, 
broadcasting from Paris. “ Men, 
machines and supplies are getting 
ready for the great, and, perhaps, 
the final task of the war in Europe 
—that is, the overcoming of the 
Siegfried Line,” McVane said. 

Describing stiffening German re- 
sistance, the Press Association’s 
correspondent at Allied Supreme 
Headquarters writes: — 

In some placés there is hard 
fighting for every hundred yards 
gained ,and there is every indication 
that the Germans are making a 
desperate effort to slow down and 
delay the Allied advance, if they 
cannot stop it altogether. The 
three main battle areas of this 
desperate resistance are around the 
Albert Canal, along the Luxemburg 
frontier and in the Ardennes (where 
the Americans are thrusting for- 
ward), and on the line of the 
Moselle, where United States 3rd 
Army footholds have been estab- 
lished at five places between Metz 
and Nancy. , 


TWIN DRIVE 


British and American troops 
appear to be converging on Aachen 
from the north-west and south-west. 
In the area of Aachen the Siegfried 
Line already is within the range of 
almost every form of field and siege 
artillery by the Americans thrusting 
up from Liege. : 

The American Ist Army is 
advancing all along the line from 
east of Sedan and through the 
Ardennes. They are operating 
along the River Ourthe, in the area 
of Marche. 

The Germans are doing all they 
can to hold the Belgian “ pocket,” 
which is bounded by Blankenberghe, 
Bruges and Ghent.

MAGINOT FORT 


American troops have crossed the 
Luxemburg frontier, it was learned 
at Allied Supreme H.Q. last night, 
and, according to unconfirmed re- 
orts, they entered the city of 
uxemburg yesterday. 

Reuter’s Special Correspondent in 
the Maginot Line reports that 
General Patton’s United States 3rd 
Army has captured its first 
Maginot Line fort. With bayonets 
and hand grenades, American 
infantry stormed their way into 
Fort de Ville le Sec, near Nancy, 
yesterday. 

The first major German fortifi- 
cation to fall east of the Moselle, 
its capture, after three days of 
crucial importance. 

It opens up the road to Nancy, 
secures the Allied bridgehead across 
the River Toul, and gives the

_The fort occupied the crest of a 

hill -from which Nancy is clearly 
visible. 
The United States Ist Army has 
captared Hasselt, 16 miles from the 
nearest point of Holland and 25 
miles from the German frontier, 
states Reuter’s Special Corre- 
spondent. This army now is stand- 
ing on the south bank of the Albert 
canal. -

PACIFIC PLANS 
At the meeting be- 
tween the Prisoe Minister of Great 
|Britain and the President of the

Japan. Apart from purely mili- 
tary considerstiogs such a course 
would ' decided]! unpo r 
with the American Sublie; opp 
an election year, Mr. - Roosevelt 
cannot afford to ignore public 
opinion. At present, land opera: 
tions against the Japanese are 
confined to two theatres—Burma 
and China. Perhaps, indeed, they 
should be considered as one 
theatre; for events in the two 
are very closely bound together. 
In Burma, the Allied troops 
moving towards Mandalay from 
Myitkyina are reported to be 
making swift progress. This, 
it appears, means, an advance 
of about a mile a day—in 
the face of jungle, continued 
rain, and tracks rendered almost 
impassable by mud.. The end of 
the monsoon rains may be ex- 
pected, however, in about a 
month, and conditions then will 
be more favourable to military 
operations, particularly in the air. 
In China, on the other hand, 
success seems to be with the 
Japanese forces. Moving down 
the Peking-Canton railway from 
the north, they are making an 
effort to establish contact with 
their troops in the Canton bridge- 
head, and to cut off Fukien and 
Chekiang from the other provinces 
controlled by the Chungking 
Government. Presumably they 
desire to secure the coast of these 
two provinces against possible 
Allied landings, and to prevent 
the use of the airfields for the 
bombing of Japan and the indus- 
trial centres of Manchuria. At 
the same time they seem to be 
concentrating their forces for a 
push into Kwangsi. Here, again, 
the desire to neutralise airfields 
must be an important motive; but 
more important, probably, is the 
fact that, by striking here, they 
may cut the Burma Road well in- 
side China, even if General Stil- 
well’s forces succeed in opening 
it, as seems likely, further to the 
south. 
The war at sea, however, is the 
decisive part of the Far Eastern 
campaign; and on this subject Mr. 
Roosevelt and Mr. Churchill may 
have many ideas to exchange. At 
present, the Americans may be 
said to be in control of the 
Pacific as far north as the 
Marianas, and, through constant 


extending their hegemony of the 
waters round the Philippines and 
the Dutch East Indies. Japan, 
however, still has the iron" wall 
of her Grand Fleet. Generally 
speaking, it always has been 
Japanese policy to conserve the 
fleet until a favourable- oppor- 
tunity presents itself for a 
decisive battle in home waters. A 
battle, however it may come, is 
exactly - what Admiral Nimitz 
wants; for. if he can cripple the 
Japanese Navy by overwhelming 
strength, even at the cost of heavy 
losses to his own forces. the way 
will lie open for landings in 
China. and even for an attempted 
invasion of the Japanese islands 
themselves. To make such an 
attempt at present would be, on 
the face of it, highly hazardous. 
The Japanese Fleet has suffered 
comparatively little damage, 
especially to its capital ships. It 
still would be a formidable 
opponent in any circumstances; to 
an invading army, dependent on 
the sea both for the initial 
onslaught and for supplies, . it 
might bring disaster. It seems, 
then, that the attention of the 
Allied Command in the Pacific is 
likely to be turned to the Philip- 
pines, where heavy bombing 
attacks already have been 
delivered. In Allied hands, these 
islands would. constitute a serious 
threat to China and Japan; they 
would almost seal off the Dutch 
East Indies; they would provide 
valuable bases. What is more,

The 
value of language as a cultural 
medium is undeniable, and, if there 
was any sense of reviving Gaelic 
culture in Ireland, England, or any- 
where else, the revival of the Gaelic 
language, too, would make sense. 
But the revival of the Gaelic 
language to protect Irish nationality 
and Irish political independence is 
nonsense.

“ROADWAY RISKS” 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 

SIR—L have read your leader of 
September 4th, and am of the 
cpinion that it is worthy of serious 
consideration, The position, as | 
see it, is this:—Jt is now reasonable 
to anticipate the return of the 
private motorist to the road within 
the next twelve months or so, and 
to expect an increase in the number 
of public service and commercial 
vehicles. 1 ask, how are the various 
classes of road users, and, particu- 
larly, those children who have never 
had experience of normal “ traffic, 
likely. to react to the changed con- 
ditions? - 

The Government’s. plans (pre- 
sented at this year's National Plan- 
ning Exhibition) for new and im- 
proved highways are in the nature 
of a long-term programme. What 
then of the immediate future? Let 
us consider Dublin and the safety 
of pedestrians in particular. Is 
there any reason why the Dublin 
Corporation should not now take 
active steps to complete it; pro- 
gramme for the provision of pedes- 
trian crossings? My recollection is 
that the Garda authorities, some 
years ago, appointed the places 
where such crossings should be pro- 
vided; but, so far as 1 can ascertain, 
the work has not been completed, 

In my opinion, the traffic by- 
laws applicable to Dublin are 
adequate. 1 think, however, that 
the time has come when they should 
be rigidly enforced. The aim should 
be to provide adequate pedestrian 
crossings, and to make people LAW 
the law in regard thereto, Wit 
this in mind. it would be well to 
create a Traffic Corps, preference to 
be given to young men of intelli- 
ence discharged from the Army, 

oad sense should be taught in all 
schools, and thre lessons learned in 
school should be carried to the 
home for the benefit of the younger 
children, and, perhaps, the parents 
or guardians. 

he question of the segregation 
of traffic is also important. We 
cannot continue to have mechanic- 
ally-propelled vehicles, horse-drawn 
vehicles, cyclists and pedestrians all 
mixed up on the one road, and it is 
satisfactory to note that the plans 
for the new highways provide for 
such segregation. 

To deal adequately, however, 
with matters affecting the construc- 
tion, disposition and design of 
national highways, road discipline 
and the organisation of transport 
there should be a Minis 0 
Transport, and I feel that until we 
have such a Ministry no real pro- 
gress will be made. 

People usually are horrified when 
they hear of fatalities occasioned by 
fire, drowning at sea, etc., but the

accidents as being inevitable, I can 
foresee that if this . outlook con-

In his present projection box at 
the Savoy Mr. Tate has three pro- 
jectors—two for use and one spare 
—a spotlight, a slide lantern, and 
al] the sound equipment. Next door, 
also under his auspices, are the dim- 
mers and switches for the house 
lights and stage lights. He also 
deals with such incidental matters as 
playing records and pulling the cur- 
tains. (1 could do this last job 
myself. You press a button, and a 
beautiful little electric motor does 
the rest.) There are four assistant 
operators, —_ 

To the audience a projection box 
looks like a tiny cabin with a couple 
of lighted portholes. From inside 
it gives rather the impression of a 
pill-box. The walls are of concrete, 
about four feet thick, and the little 
windows are covered, when not in 
use, with fireproof shutters. 


Lined along the front of the box 
are the machines, one of them 
inding away. At the back is a 
oud-speaker, which spits out the 
sound of the film into your ear. 
The whole place is very warm, and 
smells of oil. To my surprise | 
found that you can talk at the top 
of your voice. In fact, you have to. 
verything is very efficient and 
very automatic, except the change 
from one projector to another at 
the end of a reel, which is a matter 
of nice timing between two opera- 
tors—so nice that you never notice 
any jump on the screen. 

_If the film stops in front of \the 
light for more than one-sixteenth of 
a second it promptly goes on fire, 
because the heat is so great. But 
such a mishap is very rare indeed 
in a modern first-run cinema. For 
one thing, the film is in good con- 
dition—there are no gaps in the 
little tooth-holes at the side, so that 
the little cog that moves the spool 
forward catches properly.
